Argument in the city vs. Ck)l. 
Boutke case began in pjlice court at 
10:30 this forenoon, lasting one hour, 
when Mayor Zollinger rendered his

City Prosecutor Cîolerick, in his open- 
ing argument, said that the charge 
was for associating, knowingly and 
designedly, with a woman of bad re- 
pute. There were two points: 
Did 
he associate with her knowing her to 
J)e a woman of bad repute, and 
did he do so with a design? If he did 
it fenowing'y he- violated the law; if 
he bad a design iu doing so, he vio- 
lated the law. Mr. Colerick then read 
the ordinance on which the charge 
was made, and stated that it is made 
unlawful to be in the company of a 
prostitute. If Bourke was with the 
Miller woman in thé sense of a good 
Samaritan, he could have come into 
couii and proved it, but he has not. 
The Colonel admits that he was in 
the company of the woman a half 
dozen times for the purpose of drink- 
ing 
wine, and 
he places himsèlf 
in 
an humiliating 
position, for 
we remember that it is through the 
wine cup that so many women have 
fallen. We find him soliciting the 
engineer of the Fleming house stove at 
night several times, and early in the 
morning. She has been proved a 
prostitute and yet the Colonel claims 
that he was imposed upon and thought 
he had a virtuou^L maiden; yet he 
looks out of the window before leaving 
with her to see if the coast ia clear. 
That will not do ; he can't make us 
believe he did not know her. 
Mr. 
Colerick said he did not desire to 
prove that anything unlawful had 
taken place between tbe Colonel and 
Julia Miller, but he did prove that the 
Colonel was associating with a prosti- 
tute. In conclusion he stated the 
distinctions 'of direct, positive and 
circumstantial 
evidence, and com- 
pared the Colonel's positive declara- 
tion about the woman and the circum- 
stances of his conduct since he had 


• been in the city. 


Mr. Irvin Stratton, for the defense, 
made a lengthy argument, construct- 
ing the ordinance 
into a 
falla- 
cy of 
Mr. 
Colerick's 
reading- 
The offense, he said, must 
have 
three con junctiyes: Proof at the time 
of association that the person was a 
common prostitute; second, the de- 
,fendant'8 knowing of the fact; third, 
his association with that knowledge 
and having a design. The gentleman 
defined the English meaning of "com- 
mon prostitute" and claimed the case 
was presented dilOTerent from 
any 
other. It is the instigation of malice, 
for there was nothing unusual in 
iheir actions. The arrest was unjus- 
tifiable, a dirty, mean insinuation 
conjured up by some one hiding be- 
hind the star of Policeman Frank 
Bohle. 


In reply Mr. 
Colerick said he would 
rather be the officer behind his star of 
office, than the great and good "col- 
onel" hiding behind the petticoats of 
Julia Miller. If the men who swore 
to Julia Miller's reputation were loaf-

WASHINGTON, D . C . , Oct. 19.—The 
following dispatch has been received 
at the Interior Department: 


DENVER, Col., Oct. 18.—As there 
is no telegraphic line to Gunnison 
City, I am unable to get accurate and 
reliable reports from there. I have 
no advices of two companies of State 
militia having started for the reserva- 
tion, and I disbelieve the rumor. The 
information which has reached me is 
that the sheriff arrested Berry over a 
week ago at the agency; that Berry 
persuaded the sheriflf to accompany 
him to Cantonment, about four miles 
distant, where he escaped from the 
sheriff. Dispatches have been receiv- 
ed here to-day concerning him. 
One 
stating that he is secreted by Indians, 
and the othei that he is protected by 
the commander at the post. I re- 
spectfully request you to require the 
commander of the post to deliver him 
to the sheriff of Gunnison coantj, at 
Gunnison City. 
This will avoid the 
necessity of the sheriff* having the 
State forces with him to make the 
arrest, 
although 
his 
efforts to 
escape 
have 
strengthened 
the 
conviction 
as 
to 
his guilt. 
I 
have no apprehension as to his per- 
sonal safety when once in the custody 
of the sheriff at Gunnison. 
Capt. 
Cline has been in jail for about a week 
without being molested. The sheriff 
telegraphed me that Berry and others 
are safe from the mob in Gunnison. 
If you desire to have the military 
commander deliver him to the sheriff 
I shall like to be informed of the 
decision that I may notify the sheriff 
St once that further preparations for 
making the arrest will be unnecessary.
